CONQUEST

CANCER survivor Sam Greatrex has completed a mara¬ 
thon cycle ride across an entire continent and surpassed 
his fundraising goal of £240,000. 

Sam, from Halesowen, successfully made his way from the east to 
the west coast of South America, covering a total distance of more than 
2,493 miles (or 4,000km), which is a greater distance than this year’s 
Tour de France. He completed the epic journey, without support staff, 
in just under a month. 

It was the latest leg of his charity challenge called Lap the World, in which he set out 
to raise £240,000 for Macmillan Cancer Support. It was while travelling though Peru that 

the 30-year-old discovered that donations 
had topped a quarter of a million pounds. 

The charity is a deeply personal cause 
for the intrepid fundraiser who, at the 
age of 10, was diagnosed with Non-Hodg¬ 
kin Lymphoma. He underwent successful 
chemotherapy at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital and was helped through his treat¬ 
ment and recovery by Macmillan nurse 
Moira Brad well. 

Sam said that she had been ‘an inspira¬ 
tion’ to him and he had continued to see 
her regularly for check-ups for the next 17 
years. 

He completed the first leg of his formi¬ 
dable challenge last year by cycling 1,700 
miles through Southern France, Spain and 
to the western edge of Europe at Lagos in 
Portugal’s Algarve region. 

The aim has been to avoid any motorised 
forms of transport, so he then set about 
reaching the Americas — by rowing across 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

His five-strong team completed the 3,800 
nautical-mile journey in 51 days in a 28ft 
boat, beating the previous world record by 
20 days. The team rowed 12 hours a day. 

Amazon 

The latest solo leg across South America 
meant taking on the Amazon rainforest, 
the Andes mountains and apparently end¬ 
less miles of South American dirt roads, 
sometimes through dangerous regions. 

After overcoming several hundred kilo¬ 
metres of dirt road after setting off in 
Guyana, he crossed the border into Brazil 
where he discovered he did not have the 
required entry stamp. He had to reach the 
city of Manaus, 100 miles away, in three 
days to pay a fine or risk being deported. 

Sam eventually completed the epic jour¬ 
ney in Peru on Wednesday having covered 
more than 4,000km.

Family outing 
tragedy at 
beauty spot 

A MAN who drowned after trying to 
recover a ball from a pool at a beauty 
spot in Pensnett has been named as 
father-of-four Deon Mullings. 

Mr Mullings, aged 35, failed to re¬ 
surface when he went into the water 
at Fens Pools Nature Reserve in Pen¬ 
snett on Sunday but got into difficul¬ 
ties after a gust of wind blew the ball 
further out. 

Mr Mullings, who was originally 
from Jamaica and lived in Holly 
Hall, Dudley, was brought out of the 
16ft-deep Middle Pool by emergency 
services some 45 minutes after van¬ 
ishing under the water. 

He had been at the waterside with 
his partner and children and had 
been enjoying playing ball games 
with his daughters before tragedy 
struck. His partner Louise went into 
the water to try to help Mr Mullings 
but was unable to find him. 

He was rushed to the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth Hospital in Birmingham but de¬ 
spite staff trying for 30 minutes they 
were unable to save his life. 

A fundraising page has been 
launched by the family who want to 
return Mr Mullings’ body to Jamaica. 

Dudley Council said an investiga¬ 
tion would take place. 


Arrest after 
car careers 
into workmen 


TWO workmen were hit by a car 
after it careered into them as they 
worked on an electrical communica¬ 
tions box in Coseley on Monday. 

One of the workmen, in his late 
20s, suffered serious head injuries 
and was airlifted to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham in a critical 
condition. The other, believed to be 
in his early 20s, suffered serious fa¬ 
cial and arm injuries and was taken 
to Russells Hall Hospital. 

A 16-year-old boy was arrested on 
suspicion of dangerous driving after 
the crash in John Holden Avenue 
and was released on bail. Police say 
two people were in the car at the 
time and they both fled the scene. 

The crash happened near the 
junction with Robert Wynd in Wood- 
cross. People rushed to help the 
injured workmen after the grey Cit¬ 
roen Picasso hit them. 

Police put a cordon around the 
area as they carried out their inves¬ 
tigations. Debris from the damaged 
communications box was strewn 
across the road. 

Anyone with information should 
call 101. 

The youth has been released on 
police bail until September 15.

SCHOOLS 

Pupils’ meal cost 
goes up 10p a day 

FAMILIES will have to fork out extra for 
school meals in Dudley from September. 

The price charged for a meal in all pri¬ 
mary and special schools across the bor¬ 
ough will increase by lOp - from £2 to 
£2.10 a day. This equates to £10.50 per 
week. 

Prices for individually priced food in 
primary and secondary schools will rise 
by five per cent from the start of the new 
school year. The increase will bring in an 
extra £150,000 per annum for the council, 
which bosses say will cover food, energy 
and staff costs. 

COMMUNITY 

Sons of Rest lease 
takeover is signed 

CAMPAIGNERS have signed the lease 
to take on a former Sons of Rest build¬ 
ing in Halesowen. 

Dudley Council has agreed to trans¬ 
fer the venue to members of Hasbury 
Community Association. 

A campaign was launched two years 
ago to save the building, between Alex¬ 
andra Road and Wall Well, amid fears it 
could be demolished. Members of the 
community group, including Councillor 
Donella Russell who spearheaded the 
campaign, are working to re-open it. 

HOLIDAYS 

Chief is criticised 
over parent fine call 

OFSTED’S chief inspector has been told to 
‘come out of the 19th century’ after calling 
for parents to face heftier fines for taking 
children out of school in term time. 

As the summer holiday began, Sir Mi¬ 
chael Wilshaw called for tougher penalties. 
But Councillor David Sparks, chairman of 
the Local Government Association and 
former leader of Dudley Council, said the 
power should be handed to head teachers 
for ‘common sense’ to prevail. 

Councillor Sparks said: “Wilshaw should 
come out of the 19th century, when every¬ 
body was governed by the hours of the 
mill, the mine and the foundry.” 
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aiming to benefit patients 


Alliance 

FEWER patients will need to go out¬ 
side the Black Country for treatment 
following a link-up of health trusts, 
bosses have said. 

Staff could be shared across hos¬ 
pitals to cut the costs of temporary 
workers, make it easier to recruit and 
share best practices to the benefit of 
patients. 

Bosses at the health trusts in Dud¬ 
ley, Sandwell and Walsall, which 
form the new Black Country Alliance, 
insist patients will not be forced to 
travel further for specialist treat¬ 
ment. 


Instead they want to develop their 
own specialist services, meaning 
many people will not have to go to 
Birmingham for cancer care and neu¬ 
rology. 

The partnership between The Dud¬ 
ley Group NHS Foundation Trust, 
Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust, and 
Sandwell and West Birmingham Hos¬ 
pitals NHS Trust was announced last 
week. Between them they cater for 
more than a million people and have 
over 10,000 staff. 

Paula Clark, Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, said: “We are 


going to learn from each organisa¬ 
tion, what are the very best standards 
and how to do raise those standards. 

“This is a really exciting time for 
all three trusts as we aim to be able 
to keep and return specialist services 
to the Black Country for our patients, 
who may otherwise have to go to a 
larger Trust further afield to receive 
treatment. It offers opportunities 
to our staff through collaborative 
working, we will encourage innova¬ 
tive ways to provide the best possible 
care, developing centres of excellence 
in the Black Country. 


“We will not be looking at all of 
our services. There will still be an 
accident and emergency department 
across all trusts, but for some of the 
more specialist services we will be 
able to ensure a future in the Black 
Country or even reinstate them.” 

Walsall chief executive Richard 
Kirby said: “The core of this is to do 
as much as we can locally. We are 
more likely to move staff around than 
patients around.” 

Bosses are encouraged by NHS 
England to look at new models of 
care. 


Care homes 
facing extra 
costs due to 
wage rises 

CARE home owners in the West Mid¬ 
lands will struggle to cope with the in¬ 
troduction of a higher minimum wage, 
they claim. 

Debbie Le Quesne, chief executive 
of West Midlands Care Association 
(WMCA), which represents private sec¬ 
tor care providers, warned the industry 
was at ‘breaking point’. 

She said although employers wel¬ 
comed better pay rates, it will add £23 
per week to the care cost of every Mid¬ 
lands person in residential care. 

She said that Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne’s Budget had done no favours to 
the care industry in the Midlands. 

“Most domiciliary providers are on 
set local authority contracts which have 
seen next to nothing in increases over 
the past five years,” she explained. 

Savings 

“They are still trying to work out how 
to find funds to pay travel time and now 
a second increase in outgoings looms. 

“Calculations do not include external 
price rises we expect to see from our sup¬ 
pliers, who will also need to pass on their 
increased production costs,” she added. 

“There simply isn’t anywhere for 
extra savings to be made. Years of aus¬ 
terity have taken their toll and the crea¬ 
tive thinking is through.” 

“The Local Government Association, 
which represents more than 400 author¬ 
ities in England and Wales, said the cost 
of implementing the policy should be 
taken into account when council funding 
levels are set in future.” 

Tributes are paid 
to motorcyclist 

A TEENAGE motorcyclist who died in a 
crash in Smethwick was due to celebrate 
the religious festival of Eid with his fam¬ 
ily later in the day. 

Sandwell College student Suhail 
Yousaf, aged 18, from Oldbury, died 
after his bike hit a lamppost at the junc¬ 
tion of Alma Street and Tollhouse Way 
on Saturday at around 1.40pm. 

Tributes and floral tributes were left 
at the scene. Friend Assam Ali, 19, who 
had been with the victim just 10 minutes 
before the crash, said: “He was a biking 
enthusiast. Whenever he got the chance 
to ride his bike he was on it, that was his 
passion. I’m upset he has gone but he 
died doing what he loved.” 

Mr Ali said Suhail had been due to 
join his friends and family in Eid cele¬ 
brations later on Saturday. 

Police to target 
problem parkers 

PROBLEM parkers on a busy dual car¬ 
riageway in Quarry Bank will be target¬ 
ed in a police crackdown. 

Officers will be out on patrol in 
Thorns Road and nearby streets in the 
comping days after complaints about 
parking near to Thorns Primary School. 


£l7m being spent on 
empty council homes 

MORE than £17 million is being 
spent maintaining hundreds of 
empty council homes in Dudley 
borough. 

Dudley Council used the money to 
ensure the properties are safe and se¬ 
cure. There are currently 633 empty 
council houses in the borough. 

Meanwhile, 2,370 people remain on the 
authority’s waiting list. 

Council officials said they have an in¬ 
creasing backlog of properties which it has 
found difficult to let. They also say there 
have been problems letting high rise fiats 
and three bedroom maisonettes. 

Housing boss Councillor Gaye Partridge 
said: “Void properties are a major issue for 
any landlord and we certainly do all we can 
to ensure that empty properties are filled 
as quickly as possible. 

“However, as the biggest provider of 
homes in the borough there is a balance to 
strike between getting void properties back 
into use and maintaining and improving 
tenanted homes. The work we do on coun¬ 
cil properties is part of our wider commit¬ 
ment as a local authority to provide good 
quality homes across the borough.” 

Necessary maintenance includes electric¬ 
ity tests, rewiring, plastering and clearing 
gardens. 

Decline 

Councillor Patrick Harley, leader of the 
council’s Conservative opposition, said the 
root cause of the £17.2m bill had been long¬ 
term tenants who have allowed the condi¬ 
tion of their homes to decline. 

He said: “What we would like to see is 
the council introduce a five year tenancy 
agreement. That doesn’t mean at the end 
of the agreement an old lady is kicked out 
of her home but, after five years, if some¬ 
one has point blank refused access for the 
council to come in and keep the property 
up-to-date then we can review their ten¬ 
ancy. It would also make it far easier to 
deal with anti-social behaviour.” 

In June last year the council announced 
a £15m project to refurbish council homes. 

It includes work on empty homes to ena¬ 
ble them to be re-let. Since it began the 
number of people on the waiting list has 
fallen from 4,191 to 2,370 but the number 
of empty homes has risen from around 570 
to 633 over the same period.

Hundreds 
of children 
waiting to 
be adopted 

MORE than 300 children across the 
West Midlands are waiting to be 
adopted, according to new figures - 40 
are waiting in Dudley alone. 

There are 80 children in Wol¬ 
verhampton, 20 in Sandwell, 40 in 
Dudley, 40 in Walsall, plus 95 in Staf¬ 
fordshire and 40 in Worcestershire. 

There are potential new families 
available but many people are waiting 
for more than six months to get ap¬ 
proved as adopters after they apply. 

The Government has launched a 
website featuring maps of areas with 
the biggest demand for adoptive par¬ 
ents. Chiefs say there are often more 
potential adopters available than 
there are children waiting but council 
boundaries can hold up the process. 

In Dudley, 10 families were ap¬ 
proved for adoption from April to 
December 2014, but none of these 
were given the green light within six 
months. Of the 15 approved in Walsall 
in the same period, 10 were within six 
months, compared to five of the 20 in 
Sandwell. Thirty out of the 60 fami¬ 
lies in Staffordshire were approved in 
six months. 

It comes after Wolverhampton re¬ 
vealed an average of 673 days between 
a child entering care and moving in 
with a family. The target is 548. 

Figures show 690 children are wait¬ 
ing across the whole of the West Mid¬ 
lands, many having spent months in 
care. In 2014-15, 460 children in the 
West Midlands were found a perma¬ 
nent home.

Joel’s brother Owen, aged 16, 
who survived the attack in Sousse, 
supported his mother Suzanne and 
grandmother Maureen as they en¬ 
tered the church together. 

As well as those paying their re¬ 
spects inside the church, some 200 
people gathered outside to listen to 
Friday’s service.

Mary Barker and Margaret Doherty retire 


TWO teachers who worked at a school 
for a combined 80 years retired on the 
same day. 

Mary Barker and Margaret Do¬ 
herty had both been at Rowley Hall 
Primary School since the 1970s. 

Mrs Barker is the longer serving of 
the pair, having been at the school for 
43 years. 

During their time at the Wind¬ 
sor Road, Rowley Regis school, they 
taught more than 3,000 pupils. 

Mrs Barker, 64, said: “It is very 
emotional to be leaving but the years 
have just gone by so quick. I’ve been 


extremely lucky to work at such a nice 
school, we’ve kind of had our own lit¬ 
tle village here. 

“I’ve had taught children of chil¬ 
dren I’ve taught in the past too. It’s 
been a real family atmosphere. 

“I have seen five different head¬ 
teachers and lots of changes to the 
national curriculum but the children 
have always been lovely. 

“I think my name may be down 
for a few school trips still. So it will 
be nice to return to see the children 
then.” 

Mrs Barker came to Rowley Hall 


straight from teacher training in 
1972. She was promoted to the posi¬ 
tion of special needs co-ordinator. 

Margaret Doherty, 62, worked at 
the school for 37 years. 

She took early retirement a few 
years ago but continued to work there 
for two days a week until now taking 
full retirement. 

Mrs Doherty said: “I’ll now have 
freedom to enjoy my spare time. The 
children have been wonderful and 
it’s been a lovely school to work for. 
To see them grow up and do well has 
been rewarding.” 


Three men are charged 
with child sex offences 


THREE men from the Black Country 
have been charged with a string of 
child sex offences as part of a ma¬ 
jor police investigation. 

Alan Priest, aged 63, of Holly Road, Rowley 
Regis; Ian Prestleton, 53, of High Haden Road, 
Cradley Heath; and 27-year-old Darren Clegg, 
of Whitburn Avenue, Great Barr, are among 10 
people from the Midlands and London charged 
by specialist protection officers. The charges 
include rape, attempted rape, prostitution and 
pornography relating to two teenage boys. 

Priest, who works as a driver, is charged 
with two counts of rape, two counts of engaging 
in penetrative sexual activity with a child, and 
one each of engaging in non-penetrative sexual 
activity with a child and arranging or facilitat¬ 
ing child prostitution or pornography. 

Unemployed Prestleton is charged with rape, 
arranging or facilitating child prostitution or 
pornography, engaging in non-penetrative sex¬ 
ual activity with a child, and causing or inciting 
a child to engage in sexual activity. Clegg, also 
unemployed, is charged with engaging in pene¬ 
trative sexual activity with a child. 

All three men are due to appear in court on 
August 18. 

Four men from Birmingham were also 
charged as part of the investigation by West 
Midlands Police. 

Trafficking 

Tahir Hussain, 33, of St Joseph’s Road, Ward 
End, is charged with four counts of rape, two 
counts of engaging in penetrative sexual ac¬ 
tivity with a boy aged 13 to 15, six counts of 
arranging or facilitating child prostitution or 
pornography, and one each of of sexual assault, 
trafficking people within the UK for sexual ex¬ 
ploitation and engaging in sexual activity in the 
presence of a child aged 13 to 15. 

Stephen Kelly, 39, of Elm Road, Bournville, 
is charged with attempted rape, engaging in 
non-penetrative sexual activity with a child, 
engaging in sexual activity in presence of a 
child and three counts of facilitating child 
prostitution or pornography. Caretaker Peter 
Joynes, 58, of Canberra Way, Highgate, is 
charged with facilitating child prostitution or 
pornography, making indecent photographs 
of children and possessing indecent images of 
children. Peter Lowe, 67, of Salisbury Close 
in Moseley, is charged with rape, engaging in 
non-penetrative sexual activity with a child, in 
presence of a child and two counts of facilitat- 
ing child prostitution or pornography.

Dozens of homes on 
wav at steelworks site 


A FORMER steelworks site in Brierley Hill 
could be regenerated for housing as plans to 
build dozens of homes have been revealed. 

The Cookley Works site in Brockmoor, where met¬ 
al working took place for more than 150 years, has 
been dormant since its closure in 2006. 

Factories have since been demolished, leaving the vast 
site empty after decades when it formed a major part of the 


town’s industrial heritage 

Developer Harris Lamb 
has now signalled its in¬ 
tention to build 70 homes, 
transforming the area off 
Leys Road. 

The company said the 
scheme would bring ‘many 
benefits’ to Brierley Hill 
with around a third of the 
new properties being desig¬ 
nated as affordable housing. 

The development would 
feature two-storey proper¬ 
ties as well as bungalows 
and maisonettes, ranging 
from one to three bedrooms. 

Community 

A design and access 
statement submitted to 
Dudley Council said: “The 
development will enable 
the creation of a small, new 
community within Brierley 
Hill. The affordable housing 
will offer the opportunity 
for prospective tenants on 
the council’s waiting list 
to be housed in new, up-to- 
date, modern dwellings. 

“The affordable housing 
will bring the opportunity 
for people to take their first 
steps on the housing ladder 
through shared ownership.”

Nearly 40 jobs were lost 
when Cookley Works was 
axed by steel giant Corns.

Everybody is 
aware of the need for hous¬ 
ing and I have got nothing 
against these developments 
as long as there is afforda¬ 
ble housing. There is only 
going to be a percentage and 
I still think there should be 
more.”

Staff are 
sacked for 
too many 
sick days 

SIXTEEN staff have been 
sacked by Dudley Council 
for taking too many sick 
days during the past 12 
months. 

Figures reveal sickness 
absence at the authority has 
risen to an average of two 
working weeks a year. 

Council bosses said it was 
a ‘last resort’ to sack serial 
non-attendees. 

A total of 90,677.43 days 
were lost by workers taking 
sick days at the authority in 
2014/15 - the equivalent of 
248 years. This works out as 
an average of 10.26 days per 
full-time equivalent (FTE) 
member of staff. 

Bosses insisted they took 
action to reduce staff sick¬ 
ness levels and ‘a small 
number’ of workers had 
lost their jobs because of re¬ 
peated absence. 

Last year in the UK, the 
average worker called in 
sick four times. 

The Dudley figures in¬ 
clude both council and 
school staff. The council 
employs around 8,836 FTE 
workers. In the 2013/14 the 
sickness rate worked out as 
an average of 9.52 days. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
corporate and customer ser¬ 
vices boss, said: “It is the 
mark of a good employer 
that we provide support 
for staff when they need it 
through sickness or other 
pressures. However, in a 
small number of cases, and 
as a last resort, we have had 
to end contracts where all 
other options have been ex¬ 
plored and exhausted.”

Oscar winner helped 



Watching a film about Stephen 
Hawking, Paul Whyley realised 
he had the same symptoms, 
ROB COX reports 


RELAXING in his cinema seat 
alongside his wife, Paul Whyley 
was enjoying Oscar nominated 
Stephen Hawking biopic The Theo¬ 
ry of Everything, when a slow reali¬ 
sation came upon him. 

For months the 62-year-old grandfa- 
ther-of-four, had been having difficulty 
controlling his fingers, had problems 
moving his arm and experienced a num¬ 
ber of trips and falls. 

Doctors had been unable to come up with a 
diagnosis, and he had passed it off as encroach¬ 
ing old age, but with mounting horror he real¬ 
ised that he was suffering the same symptoms 
as the character on screen. 

He says: “The first problem I had as with my 
shoulder. I got numb fingers and sometimes I 
would drop my keys and there, on screen I saw 
Eddie Redmayne with similar symptoms. He 
was unable to control his fingers. 

“In another scene they run through a list of 
all the symptoms associated with Motor Neu¬ 
rone Disease and I thought ‘bloody hell, I have 
got every single one of them’. 

“I had the dropped foot, although it was a 
bit dramatic in the film. He went keeling over 
with no control of anything but it doesn’t get 
you like that, it is little things like tripping at 
first. I know because I have experienced it. 

“There was the scene with the blackboard as 
well. He couldn’t lift his arm and I used to get 
pain when drilling at work.” 

Sitting in the dark at the Odeon cinema at 
Merry Hill shopping centre he pushed the re¬ 
alisation to the back of his mind - unable even 
to share his fears with his wife. 

But he sought advice and was told by a doc¬ 
tor that he needed a nerve conduction test to 
establish whether he had the disease. 

After an agonising six-week wait to see a 
neurologist, it was confirmed. There is no cure 


for Motor Neurone Disease (MND) and in 
Paul’s case his condition has rapidly declined. 

“It has been completely life-changing,” ad¬ 
mits Paul. “I am wheelchair-bound. My arms 
have virtually stopped working. My legs have 
gone. 

“I am like a newborn baby. I can’t do any¬ 
thing for myself.” 

“It has also put us under a lot of stress, on 
my wife particularly, probably more than me. 

Paul watched the film with his wife Jayne 
just four months ago, in March this year, but 
with hindsight believes the disease - that pro¬ 
gressively damages parts of the nervous sys¬ 
tem leading to muscle weakness - was having 
an impact as early as 2012. 

He had noticed a sore shoulder while carry¬ 
ing out his work as a blind fitter, which only 
got worse over time. 

He says: “You just think it is old age. When 


you trip you think that is why, but it is be¬ 
cause your feet drag. The muscle in your foot 
starts to get weak. 

“I was working in Hereford and went to 
cough and I couldn’t. I thought ‘that is odd’. 
I could breathe OK but my diaphragm had 
started to go.” 

Paul, from Hagley, had originally become 
convinced his sore shoulder was linked to can¬ 
cerous mole in the same place. 

Jayne said he became ‘transfixed’ on the 
belief that everything was connected with the 
mole, which he then had removed. 

But problems flared up again in February. 
While out on a job Paul felt his legs suddenly 
give way and he returned home still confused 
about his ill-health. 

It was soon after when Paul, Jayne 
and friends went to watch The Theory of 
Everything. Pauls admits it was not his first 


choice but Jayne was fond of lead actor Eddie 
Redmayne, who won an Oscar for his portrayal 
of the young Stephen Hawking. 

Since his diagnosis Paul’s illness has taken 
a different trajectory to Hawking’s, with his 
condition rapidly declining. 

The father-of-two had been a keen pilot, tak¬ 
ing to the skies up to twice a week from Half¬ 
penny Green Airport, near Wolverhampton. 

But the debilitating disease has now made 
even getting out of the house difficult. 

Jayne says: “I am a constant carer. Paul has 
to be taken to the toilet, showered and washed. 
I can’t just think ‘oh, I’ll pop to the shops’. 

“When I am at the shops I am constantly on 
the clock thinking ‘I need to get back, I need to 
get back’. It has changed everything.” 

Ventilator 

Paul has a ventilator to assist his breathing 
through the night and takes tablets to slow the 
progression of the disease. 

And his family and friends, including 
daughters Heather, 36 and Lauren, 34, and 
grandchildren, Isabella, eight, Rufus, three, 
Valentina, four, and William, six, are support¬ 
ing him. They have set up a crowdfunding 
page to raise money for a stairlift to be in¬ 
stalled at his home. 

A summer fete was also held at Stour¬ 
bridge’s Greenfield Primary School to raise 
money to help the family. 

Since Paul’s incredible story of self-diagno¬ 
sis came to light, his family have joked at the 
similarities in appearance between himself, 
Eddie Redmayne and Stephen Hawking. 

But can the world-famous physicist act as 
an inspiration to others with MND? Maybe for 
some, but Paul recognises that he is an excep¬ 
tional case. 

“Unfortunately not for me,” says Paul. “I 
might be saying the wrong thing but he is 
unique. 

“He has had the disease 50 years, defying 
all the odds, and is still alive now, with the 
disease still progressing. 

“But he is an inspirational scientist and his 
fame helps raise awareness of Motor Neurone 
Disease.”

A DRIVER panicked when he saw 
a police car behind him, leading 
to a high-speed chase through 
Black Country, a judge heard. 

Police searching for a Ford Focus fol¬ 
lowed one being driven by Ibrar Moham¬ 
med for a short distance while checks were 
made. But before the inquiry could rule 
out the car, Mohammed had accelerated to 
80mph in a 30mph zone, Wolverhampton 
Crown Court was told. 

The 29-year-old motorist had seen the 
police car - with neither siren nor flashing 
lights deployed - in his rear view mirror 
and panicked when his passenger disclosed 
he was carrying some drugs. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, explained: 
“Police were looking for an unrelated Ford 
Focus and were travelling behind this car 
while some checks were made. These elimi¬ 
nated it from the police inquiry but by then 
the motorist was driving dangerously.” 

Humps 

Mohammed careered over speed humps, 
hurtled through junctions, drove on the 
wrong side of the road forcing other traf¬ 
fic to take evasive action and went through 
sets of red lights. 

The seven minute chase on March 2 
started in Bloomfield Road, Tipton, and 
ended on Birmingham New Road near its 
junction with Tividale Road when Moham¬ 
med tried to run away 

Miss Jabeen Akhtar, defending, said: 
“His driving was pretty appalling. When 
he realised the police car was behind him 
his passenger revealed he had some drugs. 
The defendant panicked and did not in¬ 
quire about the quantity. This would have 
revealed it was a small amount consistent 
with personal use for which the passenger 
has already been fined.” 

Mohammed, of Walford Street, Oldbury, 
pleaded guilty to dangerous driving. He 
was given a six months jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for a year, banned from driving for 
18 months and ordered to pay £1,500 costs 
with 150 hours unpaid work.

2016 start for quarry work 


DEVELOPERS behind a plan 
to transform a disused quar¬ 
ry into a residential area hope 
to begin work on the site next 
year. 

FCC Environment is targeting 
early 2016 to start the major scheme, 
which would see the Edwin Richards 
Quarry at Rowley Regis filled in and 
281 homes built on its southern edge. 

The firm has been given permission 


by Sandwell Council to go ahead with 
the project but has said issues with un¬ 
derground gas need to be investigated 
before any work can begin. 

FCC has also confirmed that house¬ 
hold waste will not be used to fill in the 
quarry as had been planned. Soil and 
non-hazardous materials will instead 
go into the ground. The scheme could 
take up to 30 years to complete but it 
is hoped the homes could be completed 
during the next decade. 


Rowley Regis councillor Chris 
Tranter said he supported plans to de¬ 
velop the quarry, as the area needed 
affordable homes, but raised concerns 
about the impact of lorries travelling 
to the site. 

He added: “We did have our fears 
allayed somewhat at the latest public 
consultation but I have still got reser¬ 
vations. The amount of lorries coming 
to and from the site is going to have 
an effect.” 
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DOGS HOME 
ON THE MOVE 


B irmingham Dogs Home was founded 
in 1892 on land made available by 
the late Sir Alfred Gooch Bart in New 
Canal Street, Birmingham. Sadly this 
building, which over a century later 
still had ‘Birmingham Home for Lost 
and Starving Dogs’ proudly displayed 
above its doors, was destroyed in a fire 
during 2014 - but from the foundations 
established at this humble building, 
the charity continues to exist and grow. 


In recent years the charity recognised 
that the facilities offered by our rehoming 
centre in Digbeth were falling behind the 
expected standard of a modern animal 
welfare establishment. With very little 
room to expand the existing home the 
Trustees decided to find a new location 
for the centre on the South side of 
Birmingham, a site that can enhance the 
service provided by the charity now and 
for years to come. 


planning approval from Solihull Council. 
Such a scheme was compiled and on the 
10th July 2013 planning approval was 
granted for the construction of a £5.5M 
Animal Welfare Centre. 


Almost 100 years after the charities 
founding - in 1987 - the Duchess of York 
officially opened the new Bartholomew 
Street home, which had been purpose- 
built to provide shelter and protection for 
over 150 abandoned dogs in comfortable 
kennel blocks with adjacent facilities, 
such as its own vets’ clinic, puppy unit 
and isolation block. 


On the 22nd September 2014 work 
began on site with the new home 
opening in July/Aug 2015. The Centre will 
comprise of 130 large kennels with under 
floor heating, veterinary suite, education 
/ community centre and superb staff 
facilities. The 12.45 acre site gives plenty 
of room, for volunteers and supporters 
looking to find their new companion, to 
walk dogs in open countryside. 


Birmingham Dogs Home recognises that 
none of this would be possible without 
the loyal long standing support of the 
people of Birmingham, Solihull and the

Fewer people 
with mental 
illness in cells 

THE number of people with mental 
health problems being locked up in 
police cells has halved across the West 
Midlands, new figures have revealed. 

Chiefs launched a crackdown to 
stop suspects being detained under 
the mental health act when they 
should be taken to other facilities. 

Psychiatric nurses are based at 
West Midlands police stations and at¬ 
tend call-outs to help officers decide if 
a person needs more help. 

The number of detentions of men¬ 
tally ill people by police fell from 636 
to 301 in 2014. 

The triage scheme was set up after 
it emerged about a fifth of police re¬ 
sources in the West Midlands are 
taken up by incidents involving men¬ 
tal health. 

Getting people assessed by nurses 
when they arrive at the station saves 
time and means they can be trans¬ 
ferred quickly if needed, bosses say. 

Chief Inspector Sean Russell said: 
“In the past we’ve not worked along¬ 
side agencies like the ambulance ser¬ 
vice and mental health providers and 
it’s meant too many people ending up 
in police custody and essentially being 
criminalised for being unwell.” 

The team helped in 2,256 incidents, 
of which 1,756 included health assess¬ 
ments. 

Physical health was also assessed at 
the station rather than at a hospital.

A FISH and chip shop has reopened 
more than 30 years after the previ¬ 
ous owner closed its doors. 

The Port Fish and Chips, in Dud¬ 
ley Port, has opened at the former 
premises of Guest Fish and Chips. 

New owner Manny Dhariwal be¬ 
lieves it was last open in 1984 when 
the previous owner shut up shop but 
continued to live at the property. 

Mr Dhariwal’s family ran the 
neighbouring Spar store for 20 years 
and kept an eye on the old chippy, 
asking the owners to let them know 
if they ever intended to sell.

One in six police 
officers want to quit 

ONE in six police officers is planning to leave the service 
in the next two years, a survey indicates. 

Almost 16 per cent of respondents in the poll of more 
than 30,000 officers admitted they intend to depart their 
roles. Seven per cent questioned plan to leave the service 
within the next two years, while 8.6 per cent are already 
looking for a new career. 

The proportion was a slight increase on the same poll 
last year, when 14.6 per cent said they intend to leave. 

The Police Federation of England and Wales, which 
conducted the research, seized on its findings as evidence 
of the poor state of morale across the police force. 

Other findings from the poll include just under one in 
two intend to stay in the force until pension age; more 
than 95 per cent of those who are planning to leave cited 
‘how the police as a whole are treated’ as having an ef¬ 
fect on their decision, while a similar proportion said 
their morale was a factor. 

Overall 70.2 per cent of officers said morale was low, 
compared to 59.1 per cent in 2014, although nearly six in 
10 said they feel proud to be in the police.

Mrs Shepherd left school in 1940 
and after a couple of part-time jobs 
took up her role at the theatre in 
either 1941 or 1942. 

She worked in the box office 
selling tickets - in very different 
fashion to the modern online book¬ 
ing system - requiring an encyclo¬ 
paedic knowledge of the venue’s 
layout. 

“All the ticket books were dif¬ 
ferent colours for different parts 
of the theatre,” said Paul, aged 62. 

“You had to know every gang¬ 
way, every seat, and relate that to

the ticket books when people rang 
in.” 

According to Paul, his mother 
“saw them all” -with celebrities in¬ 
cluding Bob Hope, Julie Andrews, 
George Formby, Bruce Forsyth, 
Laurel and Hardy, and Morecambe 
and Wise all performing at the Hip¬ 
podrome during her time there. 

But experience stands out as a 
special memory. “She was lucky 
enough at one stage to dance with 
Richard Attenborough in the Sta¬ 
tion Hotel opposite, which is where 
all the stars stayed,” he said. 

Growing up in and around the 
venue at its peak was a thrilling 
experience for Paul and his brother 
Neil, 58. 

“We used to go and watch all of 
the pantomimes,” he said. “It was 
a magnificent place and one of the 
best lighted theatres in Europe.” 

Mrs Shepherd worked at the 
Hippodrome until it closed in 1965 


and both her two husbands were 
employed at the venue. Her first 
marriage was to Keith Langston, 
Paul’s father, who worked as a 
stage-hand at the venue and went 
on to be the stage manager at The 
Plaza in West Bromwich. He died 
in 1966. 

She went on to marry Ken Shep¬ 
herd, a former stage manager at 
the Hippodrome and moved to 
run the Victoria Hotel in Cradley 
Heath in 1971. 

She remained at the hotel until 
retiring in 1992, but Mr Shepherd 
passed away just nine months into 
her retirement. 

From 1993 onwards Mrs Shep¬ 
herd lived in a cottage in King- 
swinford and died on July 4 aged 
89 after a short illness. Her funeral 
service took place on Tuesday at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium. 

Mr Langston said he hoped the 
theatre’s future would be secured 
and that it would be restored to its 
former glory. 

“I know times move on but it 
used to be such a wonderful place,” 
he said.

Cape Town - so much to see, so 
little time, but so worthwhile 


FORTY-EIGHT hours in Cape 
Town - so much to do, so little 
time. But as a tag-on to a safari 
or the Garden Route, it’s worth¬ 
while. 

Food, wine, culture and cabs are ri¬ 
diculously cheap thanks to the strong 
pound against the rand. 

On my visit, I plan to take in the obvious 
highlights for first-time visitors. 

I start with a visit to the jewel in the geo¬ 
logical crown of this diverse metropolis, the 
majestic Table Mountain, a sandstone won¬ 
der of the world which looms large wher¬ 
ever you go in the city. 

The string of peaks known as the 12 
Apostles are a favourite with hikers, but I 
chose to join the queue for the Cableway 
cable car on a five-minute ride to the top 
(adult return 225 rand/around £12.50). A

revolving floor within the car ensures all 
budding photographers have a 360 degree 
birds’ eye view. 

You could spend a good few hours up here 
balancing your yin and yang. Young visitors 
sunbathe on the rocks, others seek out the 
flora, fauna and wildlife - I see lizards, but 
there are also guinea-pig-like creatures 
called rock rabbits, or dassies, and nearly 
1,500 species of fynbos, including proteas, 
ericas and reeds. 

After Table Mountain, I head for the lush 
vineyards of Constantia, around 20 minutes 
away, to test my palate with a wine-tasting 
session at Bistro Sixteen82 at Steenberg 
Farm, which produces some of the coun¬ 
try’s finest wine. 

To blow the cobwebs away after lunch, I 
head for Boulders Beach, home to colonies 


of African penguins nesting on the beach 
and waddling about on the rocks. You pay 
60 rand (£3.30) to get in, but have good van¬ 
tage points from the boardwalk. 

Further up the coastline of False Bay, I 
stop off for souvenirs at the quirky, bohe¬ 
mian seaside town of Kalk Bay. 

Sophisticated 

After a full day, I’m ready to try some of 
South Africa’s finest fare. Cape Town offers 
a wealth of sophisticated dining based on 
local produce. I try springbok and ostrich 
while I’m here, as well as abundant seafood, 
from freshly caught tuna and angel fish, to 
oysters and scallops. 

The next day, I venture to the spot I an¬ 
ticipate will be the highlight of my 48 hours 
- Robben Island. Catching the ferry from 
the Nelson Mandela Gateway at the fash¬ 
ionable V&A Waterfront, a symbol of Cape 


Town’s resurgence post-apartheid with its 
trendy restaurants, upmarket shopping 
malls, colonial-style buildings and working 
harbour, Robben Island and all it repre¬ 
sents could be a million miles away. 

It’s actually a half-hour boat ride to the 
island, a Unesco World Heritage Site, which 
had been used as a prison since the 17th 
century and also served as a leper colony 
and as a lunatic asylum. We’re taken on a 
bus around this desolate scrubland stopping 
at the limestone quarry where the prison¬ 
ers spent their days breaking rocks in the 
scorching sun. 

Back on the mainland, I experience the 
other extreme, namely fashionable Clifton, 
one of the wealthiest areas of Cape Town. 

Here, we stay at Cape View, which calls 
itself a luxury guesthouse but that’s a huge 
understatement. Checking my watch, I’ve 
done my 48 hours but I wish I had more . . .

Couple are drawn into 
a dangerous world 


hink of Agatha Christie and what 
immediately springs to mind? 
Probably fastidious Belgian 
detective Hercule Poirot and sharp-as- 
a-tack pensioner Miss Marple. 

In fact, there are maybe even some 
people who have never read any of 
her work that believe Christie’s output 
only features those two formidable 
characters. 

But how wrong they are. 

Christie wrote a variety of books 
and short stories that featured neither 
of them, as well as four novels and a 
collection of tales featuring the 
adventures of Tommy and Tuppence 
Beresford, a pair of married amateur 
detectives. 

The Beresfords first popped up in 
1922, and their adventures spanned 
the next 50 years - indeed their final 
story, Postern of Fate, was the last 
novel written by Christie. 

This take on their tales takes place 
solely in the 1950s and stars David 
Walliams and Jessica Raine as the 
daring duo. It also mixes espionage, 
drama and humour against the 
backdrop of the Cold War. 


The first run features two stories - 
The Secret Adversary and N or M? - 
and lasts six weeks. Christie’s books 
are relatively short and tend to be 
adapted into feature-length dramas, so 
it’s refreshing that here, viewers have 
something to really get their teeth into 
- as well as the potential for 
cliffhangers at the end of each episode. 

In fact, the whole project appears to 
have been put together with tender 
loving care. 

“David Walliams and Hilary Strong 
from the Agatha Christie Group came 
to discuss the fact that they wanted to 
reinvent Tommy and Tuppence,” says 
executive producer Hilary Bevan 
Jones. “David was particularly tickled 
by the idea of a married amateur 
detective duo and the image of them 
bickering over a dead body. 

“Christie has a wonderful sense of 
humour and I’m not sure how many 
people of this generation know that. 
We decided to think of it as Indiana 
Jones meets Agatha Christie.” 

Eyebrows may be raised at the 
thought of Walliams playing Tommy, 
but Zinnie Harris, who adapted their 


first case, The Secret Adversary, for 
the small screen, reckons he’s perfect. 

“David is a wonderful Tommy as I 
always thought he would be,” she 
reveals. “He is a great combination of 
brave, gung-ho and a bit left-footed 
which is quite a hard thing to pull off. I 
love what he has done with the 
character. 

“But more than that, David and I 
worked quite closely as the first script 
was being shaped and written so he 
brought masses to the whole series. 
He was a great collaborator as all 
those early decisions about tone and 
story were being made. In fact many 
of the best ideas were his!” 

Will we be seeing more of Tommy 
and Tuppence once this run is over? 
According to Walliams, that’s up to us. 

“We certainly hope there will be 
more Tommy and Tuppence 
adventures,” he remarks. “There are 
more books to adapt and it’s been a 
real pleasure filming these two stories. 
But ultimately, it’s what the public 
think. If the public enjoy it, then I am 
sure there will be more. It has been a 
brilliant adventure so far...”

Ticking all 
boxes for 
a city car 

By Bill McCarthy 


RENAULT says the latest version of it city car 
evolved ‘from a clean sheet of paper.’ 

The French firm adds that this ‘takes into account all the 
joys and stresses of living and driving in the cities it was 
primarily designed for.’ 

Cut through the advertising jargon and you can see what 
the company is getting at, with the new model seeming to 
tick all the boxes required of a city car runabout. 

As for the clean sheet of paper, it is certainly different, 
having its engine in the rear, driving the rear wheels. This in 
turn means that the front wheel, unencumbered with drive 
shafts are capable of turning to 45 degrees, giving a turning 
circle like a black cab. 

That is clearly a huge advantage with tight city parking 
spaces and sliding into gaps. 

Like many cars in this segment, it has funky design, both 
inside and out, which can be further customised to suit own¬ 
er requirements, has clean efficient engines and is fun to 
drive. Another innovation is the French firm’s R & GO smart¬ 
phone connectivity system, which, thanks to the radio, a 
universal cradle and a free-to-download app, owners have 
access to a variety of navigation, telephone, multimedia and 
trip computer functions as well as internet radio and a host 
of other practical features. 

There are four trim levels, Expression, Play, Dynamique 
and Dynamique S and two versions of the three cylinder 
one-litre petrol engine delivering different power outputs. 

Nearly 70mpg is claimed on the 70bhp model with the 
90bhp version tested here offering a bit more grunt, with 
a respectable 0-60mph acceleration time of 10.8 seconds. 

Pretty decent performance while delivering a claimed, but 
optimistic, 65-odd mpg with stop/start technology. Carbon 
emissions are also under the magic lOOg/km. 

It does look eye-catching with the now familiar large Re¬ 
nault diamond logo dominating the narrow grille. 

The boxy style is well-disguised by smart body kit, body 
coloured bumpers, concealed rear door handles, neat new 
headlights with round daytime running lights and striking al¬ 
loy wheels on this tested model. 

Inside, what appears to be a spartan interior is cleverly 
jazzed up with with funky paintwork and dark plastic to dash 
and doors, steering wheel and gear shift and various sur¬ 
rounds. Hardly sumptuous, but certainly practical. 

The dash itself is minimalist with one large central dial. 
Other controls and switches are handily placed. 

In practical terms there are numerous cabin storage are¬ 
as, three cupholders and a boot light. 

Space 

To overcome fears over losing boot space with a 
rear-mounted power unit, Renault has positioned the engine 
at an angle of 49 degrees so that it does not intrude into the 
boot, and in a rear-end collision it is pushed beneath the 
passenger cell. 

Boot space is always going to be meagre on this type 
of car and the Twingo capacity is 188 litres. This can be in¬ 
creased to 219 litres setting the rear seat-backs in a ‘cargo’ 
position at 90 degrees, while still safely carrying two passen¬ 
gers in the back. 

With the standard on all models 50/50 split-folding rear 
seats lowered, the boot volume is increased to 980 litres. 

Standard kit is good with the the Expression featuring, 
electric power steering, electric front windows, remote cen¬ 
tral locking, a speed limiter, a height-adjustable steering 
wheel, a trip computer and gearchange indicator, a lane- 
change function for the indicators and automatic activation 
of the rear screen wiper when reverse gear is selected. 

The Play version adds a height-adjustable driver’s seat 
and steering wheel and 15-inch black two-tone wheel trims. 

Dynamique adds 15-inch alloy wheels, pinstripe shoul¬ 
der-line decals, front foglamps, electric heated door mir¬ 
rors, cruise control, a lane departure warning system, a 
leather-trimmed steering wheel and gearshift knob, white 
instrument backlighting, while Dynamique S TCe 90 adds 
the previously optional Sport Pack. This features an alumin¬ 
ium pedal set, red/black part leather upholstery and the red 
interior touch pack. 

The safety equipment includes stability control, hill start, 
emergency braking, tyre pressure monitors and four air¬ 
bags.

In month two of driving the Lexus NX300h, 
Matt Joy puts it through its paces with a 
cross-channel trip to Disneyland Paris. 

We live in a world dominated by speed. How fast 
your broadband is, how quickly your food arrives at 
your table and perhaps worst of all; how fast your car 
is. Even as someone who should technically be a re¬ 
sponsible adult, I still get caught up in the big rush. 

The Lexus NX300h is, by conventional measures, quick 
enough for modern driving with a top speed of 112mph and 
0-62mph in 9.2 seconds, but in the last month, I’ve discov¬ 
ered one of its best qualities is how it makes me drive with 
calm restraint. 

This is in part due to the cabin. You climb slightly up 
into the driver’s seat, instantly giving you that command¬ 
ing driving position which is why you would buy one in the 
first place. But the NX goes a step further, with a dashboard 
stacked so it sits up high with you, as well as a clever nod to 
the exterior in its shape. 

Energy 

Even the displays give you a gentle nudge in the right 
direction, if you wish. With the car in Sport mode there’s a 
conventional rev counter illuminated in suitably racy red, but 
in Normal or Eco mode it instead indicates how efficiently 
you’re driving. You can also bring up the energy flow meter 
between the dials or on the large screen, showing when the 
NX is running on petrol, electric or a combination. Compet¬ 
itive moron that I am, keeping it in EV mode for as long as 
possible becomes a game whilst remaining a good way of 
keeping emissions and consumption low. 

Good consumption was on the priority list, however, for 
a family trek to Disneyland Paris. Normally I’d advocate a 
flight, but the NX had the right amount of room on board 
for two princesses (and me) and all the luggage that comes 
with that. There’s also an argument that eight hours on mo¬ 
torways and autoroutes is still less stressful than 30 seconds 
in a UK airport in June. 

And so it proved. Two four hour stints behind the wheel, 
even starting at 4.15am, were as easy as they could be on 
the driver thanks to the comfort on offer. 

Better still, the radar-guided cruise control fitted to this 
luxury-spec model proved its worth yet again. Sure, you 
need to adapt your driving style slightly to keep things 
smooth, but do so and you’re expending less effort than if 
you were taking full control yourself, and that pays off with 
less fatigue. 

The excellent stereo system kept us entertained too, al¬ 
though I have yet to work out how to cancel the navigation 
announcements altogether; turning them down is fine, but 
the audio still pauses for an announcement that isn’t there. 
My money is still on operator error, but if you will let Mickey 
Mouse behind the wheel...

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Bit of hot stuff from Kia

Two sporty Chilli models have 
been added to the Kia Pican- 
to range, which now features 
EU6-compliant engines. The 
Chilli variants are part of the Pi- 
canto Originals series, a rolling 
programme of high-specification, 
value-priced models changed at 
frequent intervals to offer buyers 
something out of the ordinary. 

Both of the new Chilli models are 
three-door cars powered by a 1.2-litre 
four-cylinder petrol engine developing 
84bhp and 120Nm (891b ft) of torque. 

They offer buyers the option of a five- 
speed manual gearbox or a four-speed au¬ 
tomatic which will be particularly attractive 
to those who do most of their driving in con¬ 
gested towns and cities. 



In line with all Picanto Originals, the Chilli 
models offer a high specification for a mid¬ 
range price, sitting above the SR7 grade in 
the line-up. 

The manual costs £11,495 on the road, 
while the automatic is £12,095, both are on 
sale from July 1, 2015. They sit above the 
SR7 models in the Picanto line-up. 

As the name implies, the Chilli variants 
are particularly sporty and spicy in appear¬ 
ance while retaining a proven powertrain that 
brings inexpensive, no-nonsense running 
costs. 

Stylish 

The already sharp looks of the three-door 
Picanto have been enhanced by stylish new 
front and rear bumpers and a twin exhaust 
tailpipe. 

There are also additional side sill mould¬ 
ings painted to match the body colour. The 
Chilli models are finished in red, black or 
white paintwork. 

Sporty-looking five-barrel 15-inch alloy 
wheels shod with 175/50 tyres are the final 
finishing touch. 

This is complemented by the equally 
sporty interior. The seats are in black faux 
leather with striking red and grey cloth cush¬ 
ions and backrests to match the inserts on 
the doors. 

There are aluminium pedals with non-slip 
rubber pads, while the centre fascia, steering 
wheel bezel and gearshifter top are finished 
in classy Gloss Black. 

The Chilli versions are the first Picantos to 
be fitted with satellite navigation including 
European mapping, similar to the system 
found in Kia’s Rio and Venga ranges. This 
is linked to a seven-inch touchscreen and 
includes a reversing camera.

A six-speaker audio system is also 
standard. 

The Picanto now features EU6-compli- 
ant powertrains in eight models, with the 
remainder due to be converted a little later 
in the year. The 1.0-litre, three-cylinder Pi¬ 
canto 1, SR7 and 2 variants - three- and 
five-door - now meet the latest emissions 
standard, as do the two 1.2-litre, four-cyl¬ 
inder Chilli models. The 1.0-litre Kappa 
EU6 engine develops 65bhp and 95Nm 
(701b ft) of torque and has fuel economy of 
62.8mpg with C02 emissions of 105g/km. 


It is available only as a five-speed man¬ 
ual. The 1.2, also from the Kappa family, 
develops 84bhp and 120Nm (891b ft) and 
has economy and emissions figures of 
61.4mpg and 106g/km with the five-speed 
manual gearbox, or50.4mpg and 130g/km 
with the four-speed automatic. 

As with every Kia, the Picanto range 
comes with a unique-in-the-UK seven-year 
or 100,000-mile warranty, subject to certain 
wear and tear conditions. It is fully transfer¬ 
able should the car be sold before the time 
or mileage limits have been reached.

VILLA have been linked with a move for 
Charlie Austin - though it is Newcastle 
United who currently head the race for 
the £15million-rated QPR striker.

Austin has been linked with an exit 
from Loftus Road all summer but to this 
point only Leicester have submitted a 
formal offer of £7m, which was rejected, 
with several clubs put off by the transfer 
fee. 

Boss Tim Sherwood has meanwhile re¬ 
moved one summer-long question mark 
by confirming Brad Guzan will begin the 
season as Villa’s No.l. 

The 30-year-old keeper had been 
linked with a move away from Villa Park 
after losing his place to Shay Given late 
last season. 

Given, who was on £50,000 per week, 
has since moved to Stoke City to free up 
funds. Sherwood said: “Brad was always 
going to be the No.l. 

“It’s a long season. 

“Shay had an opportunity to go else¬ 
where and Guzan’s got age on his side 
over Shay who can’t go on forever. 

“He had the opportunity to get a two- 
year deal and it gave us the opportunity 
to release a little bit of money for us to 
use in other areas.” 

Jed Steer will be No.2, with new re¬ 
cruit from Norwich Mark Bunn stepping 
in if the former departs on loan. “Jed 
knows if he’s playing well, he will get the 
chance to play,” said Sherwood. 

Jailed Yeung now 
facing more legal 
action over 'claims' 

JAILED former Blues owner Carson Ye¬ 
ung is facing further legal action over 
allegations he and other officials wrong¬ 
fully claimed more than £6.3million in 
expenses during his reign at St Andrews. 

The receivers in charge of the club’s 
parent company, Birmingham Inter¬ 
national Holdings, yesterday issued a 
statement to the Hong Kong stock ex¬ 
change confirming they had launched 
action against Yeung, together with for¬ 
mer Blues director Peter Pannu and two 
companies, Asia Rays Ltd and Amazing 
Top International Enterprises Ltd. 

They are claiming for HK$3.7m 
(£305,000) from Asia Rays and/or Yeung 
for payments made under the agree¬ 
ments, as well as HK$6.1m (£503,650) 
from Yeung for payments made as remu¬ 
neration to Peter Pannu under the BIHL 
Service Agreement. 

By far the largest claim is for 
HK$76.4m (£6.3m) for expenses being 
wrongfully claimed. 

Yeung resigned from Blues in Febru¬ 
ary last year, one month before being 
jailed for six years in Hong Kong after 
being found guilty of money laundering.
